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THE WAR GAME CHAMPIONSHIP TEAM 


Way back in October as soon as school was well started, an observer 
strolling into the lunchroom almost any afternoon would have seen a group 
of boys clustered around what appeared to be a sheet covered with a maze 
of curved lines and symbols. Upon inquiry, this observer would have found 
that these boys were hard at work studying tactics in preparation for the 
War Game Series. The teams worked under a great disadvantage this year, 
because Lt. Steward, leader of L Company team, and Lt. Hoffman, leader of 
H Company team, were the only ones who really knew anything of war 
games. 

On March 8, Lt. Hoffman led his team against I Co. of Business and 
was defeated, thus \lliminating them from the series. On the 9theal jt 
Steward led his team against M Co. of Junior High, Tech officers, and won 
over them, thus making L, Co. a winner in the Preliminaries, A week later 
they had thepleasure of defeating I Co. of Business, the team that beat H 
Co, This made them a winner in the Illiminations. Lt Col Broadbent 
defeated Lt. Col. Simons and Col. Tudlum beat Lt. Col. Broadbent. This 
victory made Col. Ludlum eligible to meet Lt. Steward in the Semi-Finals 
in which Lt. Steward out-manuvered him in a combat problem.

Mosely, Randolph, Reeve, Murphy and Miller. This is the second consecu- 
tive year Western has gained this honor, so they have established a tradition 
which it is expected Lt. Shea will uphold next year, 
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COMPANY H 


At the beginning of the year, all boys who wished to join the cadets 
were assembled, graded according to height and divided into two groups. 
The smaller group drew the letter “H.” The officers of Company “H” were 
as follows: Peary, captain; Hoffman, first lieutenant; Shantz, second lieu- 
tenant; Hazel, Green, Richards, Piser and Wright, sergeants; Adkins, Beale, 
Thomason, Ragsdale, Evans and Marshall, corporals.

This was a great advantage but it was offset by the division of the 
school into two sessions. The afternoon session contained all of the inex- 
perienced privates, who did not get out of school until 4:15 P. M. It was 
impossible for these men to drill as late as that, but conditions were remedied 
to some extent when the inexperienced cadets came to part of their classes 
in the morning and to part in the afternoon. In this way they could drill 
with the experienced men at 2:45 P. M. This caused some inconvenience for 
the experienced men who had to wait over two hours before drilling. 

In February conditions were fortunately changed and all cadets came 
to school in the morning. By this means drill was started at one o’clock. 

After the competitive drill last year, two things were emphasized espe- 
cially as being necessary to winning the drill. These two are snap and a 
faster cadence. Accordingly, the officers insisted on snap throughout the 
year. The cadence was made faster than that of last year, which of course, 
added to the chance of winning the competitive drill. 

This year the squad vote system was continued and was found to be 
quite successful. At the end of each drill, the commissioned officers and 
sergeants voted for the squad or squads they thought had done the best work 
during that drill day. The Captain had 7 votes; the first lieutenant 5; the 
second lieutenant 4; the first lieutenant 3 and the other sergeants 2 votes 
each. Towards the middle of the year the “Black mark system” was started. 
Whenever a cadet broke a rule of discipline or showed that he was not try- 
ing, he was given a “Black mark.” When he had five of these marks he had 
to drill an hour extra, Any drill day that a cadet did not get any “Black 
marks,” the marks of the previous day were taken off his record. 

To create more interest in the Company, competitions were held as in 
previous years. These competitions were held between individual men, be- 
tween Squads and between Platoons. The individual competitives consisted 
Principally in the Manual of Arms. The Squad and Platoon competitives 
were not started until the middle of the year. In the Squad competitives, the 
Corporals one by one would take their Squads out in front of the Company 
and would execute with them about a dozen commands. When all the squads 
had done this, a vote would be taken among the officers and the winning 
Squad was always sure to get an extra supply of Squad Votes for the day. 
The Third Squad under the Command of Corporal Ragsdale won the majority 
of these Squad Competitives. A few competitives between the two Platoons 
were held and were judged by outsiders. 

The Cadets of Western have a great advantage over the cadets of the 
other schools, in that they drill on the “Georgetown Field,” which is near the 
school building and is large enough for extended order. The other schools 
have to use the Ellipse. 

The Company has worked hard in preparation for the Competitive 
Drill and has high aspirations to win. 
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Back in the first part of October when the call for enlistments was 
sent out, a greater number of experienced men responded than have ever 
before filled the Western companies. Nearly all of last year’s men are back 
to get the “Competitive Flag.” Examinations for commissions were held 
immediately, resulting as follows: Archibald Atkinson, Senior Captain; 
Jack Steward, First Lieutenant; William Shea, Second Lieutenant. The 
enlisted men were stood in line and divided according to height, Captain At- 
kinson drew Company “L” which consisted of the larger men. The handicap 
of the two session plan in the first semester, was made up for by the mild 
winter and early spring. In December, the companies gave a closed dance 
at the Dupont Studio. This proved a great success. By February “L” 
Company had developed to an unusual degree and was awarded Honor Com- 
pany to act as guard of honor to General Pershing at the presentation of 
commissions at Central High School on March 16. The men executed their 
duties well that day in spite of the fact that they were drenched by rain. 
“LL.” company as the year progressed steadily developed a snap and punch 
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Y that made the officers confident of the favorable outcome of the Competitive 
i, Drill. On April 9, the companies held another closed dance and this proved 
y, to be such a success, that they were given permission to hold another dance 
Y on May 13. On April 19, “L’’ company won the war game series for which 


they were awarded insignia on May 12. 


All year the Company has had a co-operative spirit between the offi- 
cers and the men, that is rarely found anywhere developed to such a degree. 
This, however, does not effect the discipline which is better, probably, than 
in any other company in the Brigade. The men of Company L have been ab- 
solutely determined to win this year and when there is this determination 
coupled with the willing spirit to work, the Competitive Drill is well within 
their grasp. Captain Atkinson has been extremely popular with his men 
and this has made them willing to work unceasingly for him. To an ob- 
server, the Company appears to be a cfack company from a military academy 
rather than a high school cadet company. This is due to their almost un- 
limited quantity of snap, punch and precision. 
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The Competitive Drill is held a little earlier this year than usual, 
the dates set being May 23 and 24. L, Company goes on the field at 3:25 
o'clock on Monday, May 23 and H Company goes on at 4:10 o'clock, Tues- 
day, May 24. About 5:30 on Tuesday afternoon the results of the Competi- 
tive will be announced and then one will see the Adjutant turn toward Lt. 
Col. Broadbent and will see him send word to Major Cothrell of the Third 
Battalion. Both Sergeant Armstrong and Sergeant Pizer have been in- 
structed as to how to handle the flag, so that they will experience no diffi- 
culty with it on the way back to Western. 
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L CO. WINS SECOND PLACE HONORS IN THE 
COMPETITIVE DRILL 


Western Puts Two Companies in the First Five Places 


On Thursday, May 19, on the Ellipse, Co. L went through one of the 
finest drills ever put up by a high school cadet company, which made the 
members of the company and the spectators certain that Co. L would win 
the drill. On Friday, May 20, after a hard drill, the two companies were 
given a treat by Dorothy Walters and Ruth Leary, the sponsors, and a group 
of girls interested in the companies. On Monday morning, May 23, five 
Central companies went through the prescribed program. In the afternoon 
two Central companies and Co. F of Eastern drilled until 3:25. At 3:25, the 
gates were open and Co. L swung into the field with its famous fast cadence. 
Among the spectators the opinion prevailed that the company would not be 
able to keep up under the strain of so fast a cadence. The company put up 
an almost perfect inspection. The rest of the drill Was an exhibition which 
astounded the spectators. They were amazed at the company’s ability to 
hold the cadence throughout the program. Before leaving the field, Capt. 
Atkinson was congratulated by the chief judge for the proficient drill. In 
the evening when the totals were taken, it was found that Co. L excelled 
the other ten companies which had drilled during the day, by a wide margin. 
At noon of the second day, after five Tech and Business companies had drilled 
the totals were again taken and it was found that Co. L, still held first place. 
At 4:10 the gates were again opened for a Western company. Co. H marched 
on the field with a cadence very nearly as fast as that of L. From the be- 
ginning Co, H put up a most impressive drill which seemed to equal that of 
Co. L. Co. H finished the Program more quickly than any other company. 
As soon as Co. H had left the field it was found that Co. L, still remained 


in the lead and since Co. F, Eastern’s crack company, had been eliminated, 
it seemed inevitable that Co. L, would win. 
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At 4:35, Co. G, of Eastern, went on the field and excelled Co. I, by 
a little over one per cent, to the great astonishment of everyone. 

At about 6 o’clock, Co. G was called for- 
ward to receive the flag, Co. L receiving sec- 
ond place honors and Co. A, of Tech, third. 
Co. L marched back to school with fixed bay- 
onets with Capt. Atkinson leading on the 
shoulders of some enthusiastic Westerners. 
Co. H also marched back at attention. The 
companies were received by the faculty, who 
served them with a big supper which was fol- 
lowed by the most exciting Cadet Night that 
Western has known for many a year. 

The next morning there was held at West- 
ern, a splendid assembly where more spirit 
was shown than at any assembly this year.

Because “Doc” gave us his best, we were able to give our best during the 
football season and although we didn’t beat Central, we claim the honor of 
being the first Washington team to hold Central scoreless on their new field. 

The basketball team was forced to train under very discouraging con- 
ditions. Here again “Doc’s” personal interest in the boys helped to keep the 
morale up to its maximum, 

Mr. Green took a great interest in the track team. He was severely 
handicapped by the lack of material and though he has only a couple of stars 
at present, he has created a new interest in track, and has many of the 
younger boys out, who will, without doubt, develop into high-class perform- 
ers in a year or two. 

Unlike last year, we are compelled to see the baseball title go to 
Central, while we are forced to take second place. We were somewhat 
handicapped by lack of funds which kept us from playing enough outside 
games to put us in shape for the Championship season. However, that was 
our biggest handicap for we had a large squad of promising material that 
was willing to do plenty of hard work. 

Everything considered, the entire athletic season at Western has been 
very successful. Although we won no championships, we came through 
with great credit in each sport. 

Western has a number of very promising athletes in each sport ready 
for next season, and with “Doc” Green leading these boys, we certainly 
should come across with at least one championship team. 
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THE FOOTBALL TEAM 


Last fall our football team worked under many difficulties in regard 
to weather, equipment and coaching. We had a late summer and practising 
football in heavy clothes during hot weather was no joke. “Doc’’ Green 
could not come to Western until the first of October; therefore, “Bryan” 
gave us what time he could spare from George Washington. The coach 
could not work the squad hard on account of the weather, and as a result, it 
was late in the fall before the men were in first-class condition. 

The first game of the season was with Episcopal. This was the fatal 
game in which Berkley Jeffress on a “criss-cross” play, dislocated his elbow. 

The League series came out fairly successful for our team, which won 
two games, lost one and tied Central 0-0, It seemed that a bit of hard luck 
came along with the Central game when you think that at the end of the 
first half, the ball was in our possession on Central’s one and one-half yard 
line, and at the end of the game it was in our possession on Central’s three 
yard line. 

Captain Burke ran the team through the season with good judgment, 
using the right plays at the right time and whenever he carried the ball it 
always went forward as far as anyone could have taken it. His forward 
passing was far above the average in that the ball was sent directly to the 
right place with the “snap” that counted so much. “Evie” was undoubtedly 
the best broken field runner in the series and made every one come twice for 
a knockdown tackle. His position on the all-high backfield shows his su- 
periority with the pig-skin. 

Harry Dawson was “Evie’s” running-mate and he certainly showed 
class in the way he gave interference and in the speed which he displayed 
while carrying the ball. His ability as a backfield man was recognized by 
all the officials who acknowledged his superiority by placing him in the all- 
high backfield. 

Berkeley Jones “that charging fullback” was the pride of Western. 
When the time to award football letters came, the school showed how they 
appreciated his work by the applause they gave him. The assembly hall 
fairly shook when he received his “W.” Berkeley was much lighter and smaller 
than most backfield men, but the gains he made and the way he held down 
the position, showed clearly that he was able to keep his place with all- 
comers. 

Enough is said about Mirabeau Lamar when you say that he is cap- 
tain of the 1921 team. “Bo” played a sterling game all through the season 
and always had the fight and grit that is necessary to be a good football 
player. 

Roger Harriman, the man with whom all the plays started, was al- 
ways accurate in his passes to the backfield and showed he had the fight by 
the way he kept the other teams from “coming through center.” His place 
as pivot man on the all-high lets you know w hat other people thought of him. 

“Reggie” Conard held down right end in a w ay that made other ends 
look at him with envy. He was always fast in getting in, and it was very 
seldom that any team gained around his end. His position on the all- high 
was a repetition of what he did the fall before, so that it is difficult to do 
him justice here.

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THE BASKETBALL TEAM 


The response to the call, in the last part of November, for basketbal! 
candidates, guaranteed fine prospects for a successful season, as four of last 
year’s letter men, Capt. Reginald Conard, all-high selection for guard on last 
year’s quintet, Alan Welliver, another guard, Berkley Jeffress and Everett 
Burke, forwards, were among those seeking positions. 

We were handicapped during the opening weeks of the campaign by 
the lack of equipment and a suitable place to practice, for we were using 
the small Western gym. A week before the inaugural of the high school 
series, we obtained permission to use the Coliseum, where all the league 
games were played. This was like jumping from the frying pan into the 
fire. for our new court was equipped with none of the conveniences to which 
the fellows were accustomed. Besides having no showers during half the 
season, no lockers, no heat and much cold air which came through the in- 
numerable broken window panes, we were denied the use of the lights in 
this exceptionally dark and extremely dirty Hall. 

The players, especially the substitutes, deserve as much credit for 
even sticking it out under the existing conditions, as for the enviable record 
which the team made. We played many of the local preparatory and private 
schools, and Baltimore City College, besides the four Washington High 
Schools. We were victorious in the majority of our contests, but when 
beaten, the other team always knew that a game had been played. In the 
titular series we defeated Business and Central in both of our engagements 
with each school, and broke even with Tech and Eastern. In the two games 
which were lost, our scores were only one point below those of our oppon- 
ents. If we had been able to win either game we might have been returned 
champions instead of Tech, who lost only one game, that to Western. 

The men who earned regular positions were: Reginald Conard, cap- 
tain and right guard; Hamilton wright, left guard; Hugh Nicolson, center; 
Berkley Jeffress, right forward; Everett Burke, left forward. “Reggie” was 
all-high selection for guard, and certainly earned his position by his heavy 
scoring and close guarding. Few people realize how valuable “Hammy” 
Wright was to the team, but I feel safe in saying that he was the biggest 
cog in our success as a team. Hugh Nicolson, our “Human Elevator Shaft,” 
obtained the jump for us against all our opponents. This was a big factor 
in our favor as it caused the opposition to fall into the defensive and allowed 
us to take the offensive. Berkley Jeffress was perhaps the most brilliant and 
spectacular player in the series. His long accurate shots and timely guard- 
ing, to say nothing of his “never say die” spirit, made him the unanimous pick 
for all-high forward. 

“Evie” Burke played all through the season with a type of floor work 
that may be envied by everyone. He was always right there at the right 
time, with all the fight and “pep” you could want. His accurate shooting did 
a great deal toward scoring our winning points and gave him forward on all 
of the all-high teams except one. 

Arthur Nichols and Harry Dawson, who also received letters, were 
very valuable to the team as substitutes. Arthur and Harry were always 
to be depended upon, and on several occasions came to their teammates’ aid 
by timely baskets. 
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William Browning, better known as “Bill,” missed the Privilege of 
wearing the school emblem by the narrowest of margins. Ineligible during 
the first half of the season, “Bill,” came through fast and took part in many 
games during the last half of our schedule. We are fortunate in that Brown- 
ing will be among those returning next year. 

: John Baird, Jack Weedon, ,Paul I risbee, John Dawson, Nelson Jef- 
fress, and “Bo” Lamar are others who will be back next year to fill the 
places vacated by those who are due to graduate or who will not be back at 
Western. ; 

Western will have the usual luck next year of having two good men. 
stars of this year, leave school before graduation. Hamilton Wright and 
Berkley Jeffress, two all-around athletes of whom much was expected next 
season, will register at other schools, so they say, in order to enter college 
sooner. Of course, they know best, but we hope that they change their minds 
and bring new glory to the Red and White during the coming season. Pro- 
viding these athletes do not return the team of 1921-1922 will be composed 
entirely of new players. 

Too much cannot be said of “Doc” Green’s coaching and his person- 
ality, for it was he who would worry and fret over the players and managers 
and work and work, untiringly, until faults were corrected and new beneficial 
habits acquired. The players appreciate “Doc’s” efforts and highly respect 
his ability as a coach.

Captain Harry Dawson issued the first call for baseball candidates about 
the middle of March, and the number of boys that showed up was quite grati- 
fying to both Capt. Dawson and our coach, “Doc” Green.

A light practice was begun in the famous ‘‘Hollow,” but since the 
weather was unfavorable, heavy workouts did not begin untii just before the 
Easter Holidays. 


As practice continued, the size of the squad decreased, and a baseball 
nine began to develop.

Several men tried out for third, but when Jeffress recovered from scarlet fever 
and was able to practice it was very plain that one would have to be almost 
phenominally good to beat him out of that position. 


Shortstop was more of a problem. Homer Thomas, John Baird, Bill 
Browning, and Nelson Jeffress all seemed possibilities, but Browning’s field- 
ing ability, coupled with his quick and hard “pegs” have enabled him to make 
sure of his name’s being on the line-up. In the outfield the opportunity for new 
men was not so good, since there were two heavy hitting old-timers back for 
their positions, Donaldson in left and Stevenson in right. However, McBride, 
M. Stevens and Frisbie put up a good scrap. Bob French has been playing the 
center position, when he is not called upon to pitch, but the twelve struck 
out in the Tech game signify that he is of great value to the team as a mem- 
ber of the pitching staff. Our other pitchers are Reece Hair and Archie 
Atkinson, both last year’s letter men. 


The first game was with George Washington Freshmen, March 30, 
As is the way with most games, the team wasn’t playing in unison. How- 
ever, the spirit was strong, and we came out ahead. 


The opening game—that is, the first high school game, was played 
against Eastern at the Central Stadium. Both teams showed good form for 
an opening game, and after a hard fight, Western came out victor with a 4-3 
score. 


In the other high school games that followed, we vanquished ‘Tech 
by 13-10, and Business by 12-8. Against Central, our old stumbling block, we 
got the short end of a 12-7’score. Western fought hard throughout, and the 
game was filled with brilliant feats of individual skill. Central, having been 
able to spend its Easter Holidays playing stronger schools in the South, had 
had more experience, and the men were better able to contend with the local 
high schools, whose pocket-books kept them at home.
